Hello Everyone, 


The Royal Canadian Mounted Police schooner St. Roch was launched at North 
Vancouver in April 1928. She was designed as a supply vessel and floating 
detachment for the Arctic. She had a rounded hull which allowed her to 
winter in the ice in northern waters. On June 23, 1940 St. Roch sailed 
from Vancouver and navigated the Northwest Passage, arriving in Halifax on 
October 11, 1942. She was the second vessel after Roald Amundsen's Gjoa 
(1903) to traverse the Northwest Passage. However, she was the first vessel 
to traverse the Northwest passage from west to east. 


Between July 22 and October 16, 1944 the St. Roch returned to Vancouver via 
a more northerly route through Lancaster Sound and Barrow Strait in only 86 
days. In doing so she became the first vessel to traverse the Northwest 
Passage in both directions. She would make history one last time in 1954 
after she travelled through the Panama Canal, making her the first vessel to 
completely circumnavigate the North American continent. Her seafaring days 
came to an end in 1954 and now she is the main attraction at the Vancouver 
Maritime Museum. 


This announcement covers two areas for which there was little documentation 
The first area deals with the radio room and the various pieces of radio 
gear that were fitted into the vessel over the years. The assistance I 
received from radio collector Tom Brent was most appreciated. This radio
